WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Rain on Tuesday and ‘Thursday 
night last were the only breaks in the 
fine weather which set in on Wednes- 
day, the 6th inst.

Oats form the principal part of the 
uncut grain. So far they have suffer- 
ed no damage and are not likely to.

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FROM FORT NELSON. 

Jos. Birchner, formerly of the Ed- 
raon dye works, reiurned from tho 
north lasé week. Mr, Bircho:r went 
north in the spring of 1898 by way of 
Peace River Crossing to Fort Nelson, 


om Nelson river, where he wintered. 
The parties with whom he travelled 
had upwards of 1,000 horses. They left 
Edmonton about the first of March 
and reached Peace River Crossing on 
March 22nd. They left Peace river 
on April 16th and reached Hay river, 
200 miles distant, in three weeks. 
The travelling was fairly good. From 
Hay river to Fort Nelson the pariy 
followed the blaze” left by W. P. 
Taylor. Instead of-going direct to the 
upper waters of the Nelson it turned 
north through. muskeg and timbered: 
country to the waters of Black river 
which flows into the Liard at Fort 
Liard. It then turned southwest to 
Fort Nelson. The party lost nearly 
three months in this muskeg country, 
so that they did not reach Fort Nelson 
until late in August. Mr. Birchner is 
confident that Taylor never went more 
than 20 miles beyond Fort Nelson. 
No one was at the Fort when he was 
there, but he took a canoe and left a 
note for the Hudson’s Bay officer in 
charge, saying that he was going back 
and would pay forthe canoe at Eil- 
monton. Mr. Birchner, J. Secord, 
Hans Danielson F. Tagen and W. 
Fay remained at Nelson to winter the 
horses of several of the other parties 
who had gone down the Neilson by 
beat, intending to go up the Liard. 
Birchner had 55 horses, J. Secord had 
about as many and Fay, Danielson and 
Tager had some. They put up a few 
£ of hay, expecting that the horses 

uld make their living by pawing 
most of the winter. A number of the 
horses died befure winter set in, appar- 
ently of some sickness. The winter 
Was very severe, and snow deep; with 
the result that only seven of all the 
horses left chere to winter pulled 
through. These the party took down 
the Nelson and the Liard on rafts, in- 
tending to take a trail across country 
from Snyetown, on the Liard, to 
Deaso river. When they reached 
there they were informed that the 
trail could not be travelled by horses. 
So they suld them to Mr. McLeod, the 
H. B. C. officer at Fort Liard, for five 
skins, equal to $2.50, each. While the 
five men mentioned remained at Nel- 
son, and the large majority took boats 
down ths river, three men of the 
Manitoba party, two men of the 
Murphy party from Chicago, and A. 
D. Osborne, of Edmonton, who had 
joined the Manitoba party, went on 
across the mountains with their horses.

They reached Fond du Lac on July 
12th. On the 10th they were-held up 
by ice, and on the 12th in many places 
ice ten feet thick was still solid onithe 
shore. They remained two weeks at 
Fond du Lac, waiting for the arrival of 
the McLean party with their assayer 
Believing the assays to be dcisappoint- 
ing, Birchner and Danielson returned 
to Resolution and tock passage on the 
steamers south, arriving at Ecmcnton

A MISUNDERSTANDING CORRECTED. 

In the Bututetiy correspondsnce 
from Lesser Slave lake, which appear- 
ed is a recent issue, the writer allud- 
ed io a letter from Rev. Father Hus- 
son,»f Peace River mission, which had 
appeared in the Manitoba Free Press, 
and commeated with some asperity on 
a remark which he quoted from tho 
letter. He took this remark to be 
directed against the white men living 
in the vicinity of the lake, and resent 
ed it strongly. Since the arrival in 
Edmonton of Rev. Father Husson 
the Butxetin bas discussed with him 
the statements of its correspondent. 
He disclaims any intention of reflecting 
on the white men of the settle- 
ment. The statement dealt only 
with the Indiaus, and the paragraph 
contained no mention of, or allusion 
either near or xemote, to the white 
men of Lesser Slave lake. In proof 
cf this the paragreph in which the 
statement complained of appeared, is 
published in full below : 

** Your ingenious friend in referring to 
the commissioners that will visit the Peace 
river in June with a view to making a 
treaty with the Indians and _half-breeds 
warns the government that ‘it wiil be 
useless to attempt to influence the Indians 
through the miczionaries of either denomina- 
tion, as with the exception of the Rev. Mr. 
Holmes, (a church of Engl.nd missionary) 
of Lesser Slake lake, there is not a single 
cae who has really any kind of power over 
them.’ Your correspondent certainly 
overrates the power of his brains or he 
blindfolds himself so as not to see, or may- 
be he has sworn to say anything but the 
truth, persuading himself there is not one 
in that far off country that will read his 
assertions, or that is capable of refuting his 
slander. Whence comes it that with the 
exception of a few dissolute characters, 
divereed men, or men given to bigmay, the 


entire population is Roman Catholic. If 
the missionaries have no influence whatever |

over the Indians, how comes it that the } 
Roman Catholic missionaries, by their own

They had crossed the 
Sicannie or west branch,—really the 
main stream of the Nelson—about 40 
miles west of Fort Nelson, and could 
not have found aay very serious 
difficulties on the route. 

Geddes, who was taking a large 
band of cattle through, nothwith- 
ing the hardships of the trip,had only 
lost one when he reached Fort Nelson. 
Geddes and four men Jeft Nelson late 
in August to cross the mountains, and 
reached McDame’s creek, in the Cas- 
siar mining district, on Dease river, 
safely with his cattle in the fall. He 
took a different route from that follow- 
ed by Osborne and the others men- 
tioned.

Nelson, Birchner heard from Indians 
of three white men who were winter- 
ing at the forks of the Nelson. One 
had died of scurvy and another was 
iil. The third man was building a 
boat to come down the Nelson in the 
spring. As he had not arrived at 
Nelson before Birchner left he feared 
that he too had fallen ill. 

At Snyetown, on the Liard at the 
mouth of a river coming in from the 
weet, were several Indian houses. It 
was reported that up this tributary 
stream was a short trail to the mouth 
of the Mud or possibly the Dease 
above the Jevil’s’ poriage on the 
Liard. Here a large number of the 
boat parties who came up the Liard 
last fall held up intending to cross 
country from there during the winter, 
using the horses of the Philadelphia 
party. But the attempt to find a 
practicable -horse trail was .a failure. 
One party on foot took three montus 
to reach the mouth of Mud river by 
this route. Most.of the parties who 
had laid up here during the winter 
turned back either io Edmonton or 
Peel river in the spring. This was the 
route Birchner bad intended to take, 
but decided on these reports to give it 
up, and return also. 

The party floated down the Tiarc to 
Simpson, and tracked ap the Mac- 
kenzie to Providence. From there the 
steamer Wrigley took them to Resolu- 
tion. J. Secord rexiained at Resolu- 
tion, but Birchner and Danielson went 
to Fond du Lac by canoe, to prospect 
the new gold fields. The distance is

Twenty-eight men wintered up the 


little river which puts into the Peel 
at McPhe:son, on the way to the pass, 
These men portaged their own sup- 
plies over. Mr. Wilson did not 
secure their names, but they included 
the Springfield, Iil., party, the Enter- 
prise party and the Toronto party. 
None of these died, nore were ser‘ous- 
ly ill and all went across. 

A large party wintered at Destruc- 
ticn city at the foot of the rapicls of 
Rat river. This was the head of 
navigation for the large scows which 
had been used down the Athabasca and 
Mackenzie, At this point they had 
to be destroyed (cut down or made 
over) so that they could be taken up 
the rapids of Rat river. Of course 
anything that could be spared was 
also left there to lighten the loads for | 
the hard up stream trip of 35 miles to 
the summit. Those who had a very 
laige quantity of supplies and did not 
care to sacrifice them either by leay- 
ing them behind or paying them out 
transport, wintered there and 
spe the winter in hauling the stuff 
across the divide on sleighs. Those 
who were more lightly loaded or who 
had an earlier start went over in the 
season of 1898. Amongst these were 
Buffalo Jones, Chicago, and G.M. Dyer, 
Edmonton.

RAILWAY RATES IN THE EAST. 


That the West has no monopoly in 
unfairness of freight rates was recently 
made evident at meeting of the Can- 
adian Millers association. k letter was 
read from Arch. Campbell, M. P., in 
referance to freight rates discriminating 
against the Cenadian millers on export 
besiness, Mr. Campbell -urged that 
pressure be brought to bear upon the 
general freight agents association. Mr. 
Campbell quoted some of the rates 
charged on flour to Montreal for ex- 
port as follows: From East St. Lovis 
38¢.; per hundred, from Chicago 36c.; 
from Detroit 23¢.; from Torouto junet- 
ion 29c.; from Guelph 5le. Mr Goldie 
suggested that a memorial should be 
prepared and sent to the various boards 
of trade in Canada asking for their as 
sistance in obtaining justice for millers 
in this matter. 

ESPACE Eas Sabo 
THE RAILROAD QUESTION FROM 
AN EASTERN POINT OF VIEW. 

E. B. Eddy, the great match maker, 
after a-tour through Western Canada, 
told the Ottawa Free Press : 


“Our eastern manufacturers do not 
appreciate the Northwest as they 
should. Of course, it largely depends 
upon cheap freight, and at pxesent 
freight rates are not so low as to pre- 
vent British Columbia from purchas- 
ing from California. From this point 
freight i is cheaper, and despite the duty 
goods can be bronght from there 
cheaper than from -eastern Canada. 
Trade in the far west will be taxen by 
the United States unless the yailways 
come tu the rescue. _ Every manufac- 
turer should husband his trade in the 
west, aS it is. aficld.to be relied upen. 
That country is not for manufacturers, 
but for the raw product, and by proper 
encouragement these business men can 
enlarge their trade here in the same 
proportion as the growth of the wesiern 
country. The larger amount of freights 
sent out the less the charges will be- 
come. Eastern people do not appreci- 
ate the opening up and settling of the 
Nozthwest. It is in our interest to see 
trade enlarge there, as it helps the east, 
where the supplies must come from.” 
Mr. Eddy went to see the prospects for 
trade in the future, and has discovered 
that the high freights will be the only 
drawback. “Stop the influx of goods 
| from the United States,” he said: “Ts is 
| to the interest of the whole Dominion— 
| to every man—to see that trade should 


be fasta: It galls me to see goods 
coming into Canada irom foreign 
| countries.”

COPPER. 


In view of the established discover- 
ies of Jarge bodies of high grade copper 
ore at Great Slave lake and the faet 
that several companies are actively en- 
gaged in prospecting and developing 
them the following information as to 
the value of the copper, gathered from 
a recep issue of the Kamloops Sen- 
tinel will be of value : 

The United States produces 20,000 
tons of copper a month and Europe 
16,000 tons, Copper is now worth 
18}c. to 19c. a pound. Five years ago 
it was 10 cents a pound. Then it cost 
8 cents to produce copper and de- 
liver it in New York, now it only costs 
6 cents. The dem and has increased 
50 per cent, while the production 
which formerly increased at the rate of 
10 per cent per year is now increasing 
at about the rate of 4 per cent. 
The expansjon of electrical appliances 
is the cause of the greatly increased 
demand for copper.

DIED ON THE LIARD. 

CONFIRMATION of the reported death of 
Martin McNeeley of Sault Ste Marie, at 
Devil’s portage in the winter of 1898 on 
the Liard river has been secured by the 
H. B. Co. from Capt. E. L. Cole, of Pelican 
Rapids, Minnesota. In an affidavit dated 
Dease river, B. C. June 30th, ’99. Capt. 
Cole describes the finding of the body in! 
a small wedge tent near the bank of the 
Liard. Upon searching for means of identi- | 
fication a diary was found upon which was 
written. ‘*Property of M. J. McNeeley, | 
Sault Ste Marie, Ont.” also data of the trip. 
Enquiry at the H. B. posts, showed that 
McNeeley’s partner, W. J. Graham, had pas- | 
sed up the river in the winter of 1897-8- 
The last date in the diary was January 5th, 
1898. Octave La Chappelle, of St. Albert, ! 
Alberta, was with Capt. Cole when the 
body was found. The ground was then 
frozen to hard too permit of burial, but they 
covered the body with logs. The affidavit 
of Capt. Cole, and the diary of the deceased 
have been forwarded to Mrs. McNeeley at 
Sault Ste Marie. The commissioner of the 
H. B, Co. deserves special thanks for the

should judge that the deceased came te his 
death from disease resulting from his frozen 
feet, rather than from starvation or freez- 
ing.” 

It will be remembered that McNeeley 
and Balaam of Sault Ste Marie, went north 


‘in August of 97 with W. J. Graham and 


W. Schreeves. Graham and Schreeves 
reached Dawson safely, but McNeeley died 
at Devil’s portage on the Liardand Salaam 
was drowned in Houle canon on the Pelly.
